THE “astronomically high” pay 
packets earned by East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
bosses have come under fire. 

Liberal Democrat councillors 
were particularly critical of chief 
executive John Hill's salary after 
finding out he is paid more than the 
Prime Minister. 

Recently published figures for the cash- 
strapped authority’s senior staff wages, 
expenses and pension contributions show 
that Mr Hill’s total pay package for 2009/10 
was £153,539, which included a £21,423 
pension contribution. 

David Cameron earns £142,500 a year. 

Despite major staff redundancies and 
massive budget deficits, Mr Hill’s pay 
package has shot up more than £12,500 
from 2008/09. 

The figures also show that 12 senior 
officers at the council earned a combined 
£985,604 in 2009/10. 

The Lib Dems have described the figures 
as “shocking”. Cllr Sue Austen, deputy leader 
of the East Cambridgeshire Lib Dem party, 
said: “This is just not on. 

“Each and every member of staff at the 
council was told earlier this year that their 
jobs were on the line and all we have been 
told is that the council is in a dire financial 
situation.

Mr Darnell, of Barway, who 
was a lorry driver, was 
unloading straw when a half¬ 
tonne bale fell off a crane on 
to him. Fie was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

The company is facing two 
charges of two breaches of 
the Health and Safety Act. 

No pleas were entered at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court and the 
case was sent to Cambridge 
Crown Court, where a 
hearing will be held on 
August 16.

GANGS of drunken 
louts are plaguing the 
grounds of one of 
Cambridgeshire's 
most famous tourist 
attractions - and pol¬ 
ice are now taking 
action. 

Staff at Ely Cathedral 
have been given a special 
police hotline number, 
which means officers 
should get to the iconic 
landmark faster if criminal 
activity is reported. 

Police will also be collat¬ 
ing an incident log-book 
designated to incidents 
reported at the cathedral. 

If crime and anti-social 
behaviour continues to 
rise, a dispersal order, 
similar to one at the city’s 
Jubilee Gardens, could be 
imposed on the grounds to 
stop people drinking there. 

The moves follow a surge 
in booze-fuelled vandalism 
and other anti-social 
behaviour in the pictur¬ 
esque grounds, at Cross 
Green in particular. 

With the weather warm¬ 
ing up, gangs have been 
gathering there and drink¬ 
ing throughout the day 
before becoming “loutish” 
and sometimes abusive to 
tourists and passers-by. 

Numerous small fires 
have also been started on 
the lawns in recent weeks 
and youngsters playing 
games near the cathedral 
itself are also causing con¬ 
cern. 

Carol Campbell, admin¬ 
istrator at the cathedral, 
said: “We do see this sort of 
behaviour every summer 
in the cathedral grounds 
but things seem to be 
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slightly worse this year. 

“We’re getting a lot of 
gangs spending the day 
drinking out on the grass 
and basically hanging 
around. 

“There have been lots of 
incidents where these 
people have then become 
abusive to people, using 
foul language or vandal¬ 
ising the area. 

“It’s just not on and we 
are now working extremely 
closely with the police to 
sort this. 

“We now have our own 
police hotline and the force 
is keeping a log-book of 
incidents, which could 
soon see a dispersal order 
placed upon the grounds. 

“It’s a shame we have to 
go to such extremes but we 
can’t have this happening 
at the cathedral. 

“It’s not fair on staff and 
it’s not fair on our visitors.” 

Some visitors have even 
told staff how they felt 
“intimated” by the yobs’ 
antics. 

A couple, who were 
visiting Ely over the week¬ 
end but did not want to be 
named, told the Weekly 
News : “We have been in Ely 
for a few days. 

“It is a lovely place but 
we are a little disappointed. 

“There seems to be a 
problem with anti-social 
behaviour in general and I 
really didn’t expect so 
much litter and our walk 
around the cathedral 
grounds was rather spoilt 
by a number of loud and 
obviously drunk people. 

“To be honest, we felt a

Exposure man was 
‘relieving tension’ 


A FATHER-TO-BE caught touching 
himself in public was not getting 
enough sexual satisfaction from 
his pregnant partner, a court 
heard. 

Alexander Webb, 28, horrified passers-by 
as he pleasured himself in his car, with the 
passenger door open. 

The civil engineer, who works for 
Wilburton-based firm JJ Consultants, was 
caught on two separate occasions in Ely - 
once just a short distance from a children’s 
play area. 

Webb, of Brook Lane, Stretham, 
appeared at Ely Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday, where he pleaded guilty to two 
charges of exposure under the Sexual Off¬ 
ences Act 2003. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said: “The 
first incident happened at around 5pm on 
May 20. 

“A woman was walking along Cambridge 
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Road, Ely, when she turned into Tower 
Road. 

“There were a few cars parked along the 
pavement, including a bright yellow car 
which had its passenger door open against 
the pavement. 

“When she walked past she noticed a 
male in the driver’s seat with his trousers 
unzipped and his penis exposed. 

“She was shocked and flustered and 
once she returned home and told her 
family, she called the police.” 

Mrs Mardell said the second incident 
happened on June 7 at 4.40pm when a 
woman was walking her dog around the 
corner of St John’s Road, Ely. 

She said: “As she passed a yellow car, her 
dog became interested in the vehicle and 
sniffed towards it. 

“She tried to pull it away which is when 


she saw a man masturbating in the driver’s 
seat. 

“The car was parked near a children’s 
play area, although there were no children 
playing there at the time. 

“She was totally freaked out by what she 
saw.” 

But Michael Judkins, mitigating, told the 
court his client was simply “relieving 
sexual tension”. 

He said: “Mr Webb lives with his partner 
who is four-months pregnant and so their 
sexual activity has reduced considerably. 

“He was in a car and was just relieving 
his sexual tension. 

“He has been very brave in telling his 
girlfriend, family and boss about this.” 

Magistrates adjourned the case for pre¬ 
sentence reports to be prepared and 
warned Webb that they were keeping all 
their options open. 

He was released on unconditional bail to 
appear back at court on July 22. 


Secondary 
school gets 
green light 

LITTLEPORT will boast its own 
secondary school, the Weekly 
News can confirm. 

To the joy of community lead¬ 
ers and residents, education 
bosses at Cambridgeshire County 
Council have rubber-stamped 
plans to build the new facility in 
the village. 

Although details about size and 
exact location have not yet been 
revealed, the school will cater for 
the expected increase in demand 
for school places over the next J5 
years. 

The news follows years of 
campaigning from residents and 
community leaders in the town. 

Grenville Goodson, chairman 
of the Littleport Society, said: “I 
can safely say the majority of 
people will be delighted. 

“For years and years, we have 
been calling for a secondary 
school to be built in Littleport. 

“We believe it is exactly what 
we need, not only to cater for 
children here but also for those 
across the whole district.” 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
and resident of Littleport, was 
delighted by the news. 

He said: “I, along with many 
others, have worked really hard to 
bring a secondary school back to 
the town. 

“We can now celebrate con¬ 
firmation that children in Little¬ 
port will have a great new facility 
to look forward to.” 

The City of Ely Community 
College, Soham Village College 
and Witchford Village College will 
also be expanded to cater for the 
demand, although again, final 
details have not yet been 
revealed.

“Yet here we have people 
clawing in astronomically high 
amounts of money whilst the 
majority of others are struggling. 

“I am surprised, shocked and 
worried - this needs to be looked 
at immediately.” 

Lib Dem councillor Gareth 
Wilson said: “We are a small 
authority so I am surprised by 
these figures. 

“They seem extremely high and 
the fact that Mr Hill’s income has 
gone up since last year is 
worrying. I know he has a large 
workload as there has been a lot 
of reorganisation within how the 
council is run but these figures 
are too high.” 

However, Cllr Fred Brown, 
leader of the council, said his 
chief executive was not overpaid. 

He said: “The role of a council 
chief executive is incredibly 
demanding, covering everything 
from emergency planning to 
achieving millions of pounds 
worth of efficiency savings, as 
well as finding innovative ways of 
working in partnership. 

“To compare a local authority 
chief executive's total salary to 
the Prime Minister’s basic pay is 
not comparing like-for-like. 

“I do not feel my chief 
executive is overpaid and I believe 
he does an excellent job for the 
people in the district.”

First peek at designs 
for new leisure centre 


"I think it is obvious to anyone who 
looks at the scale and size of the ideas 
which are being put forward that it is 
simply not practical. 

“We want to build something which can 
serve a range of sports on one site which 
can be easily accessed by everyone - no 
matter where they live. 

“Despite the excitement of these initial 
concepts, we must remember there is still 
a lot of work to do before a centre can be 
opened. 

“We have to find the funding, go 
through public exhibition as well as 
submit a full planning application which 
of course will be open to full public 
scrutiny. 

“However these drawings have a unique 
value - they can inspire.” 

A public exhibition is proposed for the 
near future to show people how the initial 
concepts have developed ahead of a full 
planning application being submitted 
later in the year.

THIS is where sport enthusiasts in 
East Cambridgeshire could soon 
be building up sweat. 

Just weeks after a row broke out bet¬ 
ween councillors over the preferred site for 
the new Ely Leisure Centre, an artist’s 
impressions and concept drawings of the 
multi-million pound new facility have 
been unveiled. 

And a full planning application is to be 
submitted later this year, the Weekly News 
can confirm. 

If approved, the centre, proposed for 
land on the outskirts of Ely, off Downham 
Road, could boast a 25metre six-lane 
swimming pool plus a gym complete with 
100 pieces of equipment. 

Proposals also include a learner’s pool, 
small children’s leisure water area, a six- 
court sports hall, two squash courts and 


multi-purpose rooms including a dance 
studio. 

Councillors also want to build a 
transport hub at the centre for car and 
cycle parking, as well as an underpass to 
link the city with Ely’s city centre. 

Fred Brown, leader of East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council, said: “I was 
genuinely excited to see the initial ideas 
which the architects have for a leisure 


complex for the whole of East Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

“Their drawings bring to life a concept 
which I know will have a positive legacy for 
the district - providing facilities which can 
be used by people of aQ ages and abilities. 

“There are a few who still ask why we are 
looking to build a leisure facility on the 
outskirts of Ely rather than on the current 
site at the Paradise Centre.

Homes must 
be replaced 

Sir, I was very upset, even enraged, to 
see that Cllr Friend Smith has 
stopped the redevelopment of 
Walsingham Way (Victory for 
residents in fight to protect homes - 
Weekly News, June 24). 

We have lived in two properties in 
Walsingham Way since 1997. We 
were overjoyed to see we were going 
to actually get a house without 
mould, which is in every room, but 
mainly in the main bedroom, and 
my son’s, who is only 12 years old. 

The story starts back in 2000 when 
Hereward wanted to get all the flats 
to a good, liveable standard. Ours 
was one of two blocks that were 
chosen to see if it was feasible to 
renovate all the street. But when they 
tackled the job they found it was a 
much bigger task because the blocks 
had not been renovated since 1960 
when they were owned by the 
council. 

They came back in 2001 to renovate 
the outside. They removed the old 
render and the workers found a large 
fissure running around the block - 
from the top of our front room 
window to the kitchen window - and 
where we had the worst mould, rain 
was getting in through a very large 
fissure which the workman said they 
could put their fingers in. 

By the time the repairs were done, 
Hereward found it would be cheaper 
to demolish and start over because it 
would cost too much to renovate the 
whole road. 

When the proposal plan came 
through the door we studied it very 
closely and found it to be a very good 
deal for both tenants and 
homeowner alike. Hereward offered 
those who owned their home to buy 
them a house of the same price and 
pay all their moving costs. 

For tenants, they would help us find 
a house and pay our moving costs. If 
you wanted to stay in the road, they 
would pay moving costs and then 
you would get a brand new home as 
well. 

I do understand that the elderly 
residents would not want to move, 
but the others just seemed to be 
luddites, and the leader of them is 
Cllr Friend Smith. 

Nearly four years ago I was taken into 
hospital with pneumonia and 
septicaemia and nearly died. I was 
on life support for almost four weeks 
and I was told that one of the doctors 
treating me queried if the mould 
found in the flat was one of the 
catalysts for me being in hospital. 

We do not blame Hereward in any 
way because they inherited the 
problem from the council, and we do 
appreciate that what they found 
required a much bigger job. 

We cannot afford to decorate the flat 
because of the damp. We have tried 
everything to get rid of the mould 
but because it is in the plaster work, 
the paper or paint would not stay up. 
I was from a forces family, before I 
was married, and I have lived in 
better married quarters with my 
parents. 

This is only a symptom because the 
whole council is stifling the growth of 
the city and I feel that in 10 to 20 
years Ely will be the most beautiful 
and largest roundabout on the A10.

No basis for 
bold claims 

Sir, The current, rather low key, 
consultation on decision-making 
arrangements being carried out by 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council is heavily biased in favour 
of change. 

The consultation leaflet, promised 
to be broadly available at locations 
across the district, is well hidden, 
not on prominent display at the 
council offices in Ely or at the 
library. 

Worse, it contains statements about 
Government intentions which may 
have been true at the time of 
writing, but following the election 
of the coalition Government are 
uncertain now. 

The new Government has made no 
pronouncement in favour of all 
councils having leader and cabinet 
governance as the leaflet states, 
indeed it has made positive 
statements about placing decision 
making closer to the local 
population. There is simply no 
basis for the statement that “it is 
anticipated that in future the 
committee-based system will be 
abolished for all but parish 
councils”. 

The consultation needs to make 
clear that a cabinet-based system 
will make it far harder for non¬ 
cabinet members, of whatever 
party, to influence policy. Local 
members, presumably elected 
because the voters felt that they 
had some ability to make reasoned 
judgements, will have a reactive 
role after decisions have been 
made. 

If a cabinet system were to be 
introduced it would be interesting 
to see how those positions were 
allocated - would there be a 100 per 
cent correlation between 
membership of the Freemasonry 
and cabinet positions for example. 
Probably not if it was to be a Liberal 
Democrat cabinet post 2011 
elections, but otherwise who 
knows? 

Interestingly, similar sized cabinet- 
based councils have far higher 
personal allowances - would it 
really be appropriate to increase 
the allowance budget by £100,000, 
as seems to be the case in 


authorities that run this system. 
Local members should be able to 
fulfil the role for which they were 
elected. I have no idea how easy it 
would be to recruit new candidates 
to stand for election, if from the 
outset they knew that their role 
would be marginal. This applies to 
any party and members of none. 
Please respond to the consultation, 
and vote for the most democratic 
option.

A high price to

Indicative costs from comparable 
sized councils operating the system 
suggest it to be more costly than 
the inclusive committee structure 
that has served East Cambs well. 
This is because cabinet members 
insist on being seen as “full time” 
politicians and claim salaries to 
match. 

In a period of severe fiscal hardship 
where this council is implementing 
cuts to its services, any decision to 
introduce a costlier administration 
that financially favours an elite 
minority is morally repugnant.

Bungling metal cable thieves sentenced 


TWO cousins who were 
caught on CCTV stealing 
more than £10,000 worth of 
copper railway cabling have 
been sentenced.

YOUNGSTERS may be 
celebrating after plans to 
close a village skatepark 
were given a last-minute 
reprieve - but nearby resi¬ 
dents are far from happy 

Residents in the Camel Road 
area of Littleport say they are 
“gutted” after Littleport Parish 
Council agreed to halt plans to 
close the park at the leisure 
centre. 

Councillors agreed in April to 
close the skatepark down foll¬ 
owing months of complaints 
about anti-social behaviour and 
crime. 

But a group of young skaters 
launched the Save Littleport 
Bowl campaign on social net¬ 
working site Facebook, which 
attracted more than 300 mem¬ 
bers, and persuaded the council 
to keep it open temporarily. 

The skatepark will now re¬ 
main open for a six-month trial. 
During that time, the council 
will be encouraging the young¬ 
sters to keep the area tidy and 
report any anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

But residents have blasted the 
decision. 

Jackie Halstead, 54, of nearby 
New Road, said: “I can’t believe 
the parish council’s given in. 

“The skatepark attracts noth¬ 
ing but trouble and residents 
have been pleading with the 
council to close it for so long 
now.

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A DRUG-crazed driv¬ 
er who led police on 
an eight-mile chase 
through Cambridge¬ 
shire is facing a jail 
sentence. 

Van driver Adrian Mad- 
docks was high on a cock¬ 
tail of heroin, cocaine, 
Ecstasy and cannabis 
when he began his terri¬ 
fying drive through Cam¬ 
bridge and then along the 
A10 towards Ely, Cam¬ 
bridge Magistrates’ Court 
was told. 

Several motorists, in¬ 
cluding a mother with her 
three young sons, were 
forced to swerve to avoid 
the out-of-control driver as 
he headed north out of the 
city, the court heard. 

Laura Mardell, prose¬ 
cuting, said the 45-year-old 
was seen smoking a cann¬ 
abis spliff during his 
journey on June 14, which 
only ended when police 
deployed a stinger at the 
A10 Stretham roundabout 
to puncture the van’s tyres. 

She said: “Police were 
alerted to the defendant’s 
presence after he was seen 
knocking down a traffic 
light at Mitcham’s Corner 
in Cambridge at about 
9.15pm. 

“His van was described 
by witnesses as having 
screeching tyres, swerving 
at junctions, slowing right 
down and mounting cen¬ 
tral reservations. 

“One witness said she 
saw a five-inch long cig¬ 
arette in his mouth that

looked like a spliff. 

“The police intercepted 
the vehicle on the A10 at 
the Donarbon site and 
followed it with their blue 
lights on. The stinger was 
deployed at Stretham and 
as he went through the 
stinger he hit the rounda¬ 
bout. 

“A cocktail of drugs were 
detected in his system 
including a form of diaz¬ 
epam, cannabis, Ecstasy, 
heroin, cocaine, morphine 
and codeine.” 

She added he travelled 
more than 13 miles after 
the Mitcham’s Corner acci¬ 
dent, including eight miles 


while being pursued by 
police. 

Maddocks, of Gray Road, 
off Perne Road, Cam¬ 
bridge, pleaded guilty to 
dangerous driving, driving 
while unfit through drugs 
and failing to stop when 
required by a police officer. 

Magistrates referred the 
case to the city’s Crown 
court, saying their powers 
of sentencing were not 
sufficient. 

Maddocks was released 
on bail and given an int¬ 
erim driving ban. A date for 
sentencing has not yet 
been set.

No jail for child 
porn pensioner 


A LONELY pensioner who created 
a vivid “fantasy life" online has 
been spared jail for downloading 
child pornography. 

Jack Alsop, 74, was arrested in November 
last year after downloading more than 
1,100 indecent images of children, 
Cambridge Crown Court heard this week. 

The court was told Alsop had obtained 
the obscene photos from a Russian website 
while living in a “fantasy world” on internet 
chatrooms, where he assumed a variety of 
exotic identities. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting said he was a 
very lonely divorcee with a drink problem 
and a “long-standing obsession with porn”. 

She added: “He would drink too much 
and go online and create his own fantasy 
world.” 

Alsop, of Bury Lane, Haddenham, 
pleaded guilty to 16 charges of making 
indecent images of children, one of 
possession, and two of possessing extreme 
pornography, including one scene of 
bestiality. 

Of the obscene images, there were 1,055 
on the lowest end of the Copine scale and 
three at level 5 - the highest and most 
graphic type of child pornography. 

Timothy Boswell, mitigating, said Alsop 
only viewed the images once after down¬ 
loading them in April last year. 
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He said: “He has not gone on a website 
or paid for these images. The worst images 
were also ones he deleted. 

“He is ashamed he has put himself in 
this position. Mr Alsop is someone who is 
not just of previous good character, but of 
an outstanding character. 

“This started in chatrooms where he 
would assume various identities. Lone¬ 
liness was part of the problem.” 

He added Mr Alsop was a “changed 
man” since his arrest last year. “The impact 
this has had on him has been profound.He 
has refound his religious faith and is now in 
a new relationship.” 

Judge Jonathan Haworth said he was 
persuaded to impose a suspend sentence. 
He said: “Locking you up for six months, of 
which you would serve three, would 
achieve very little. 

“During this period, you were living in a 
fantasy world on the internet. But you no 
longer drink, have returned to the church, 
have a new relationship and your oldest 
child has returned to live in the UK.” 

He imposed a six-month sentence 
suspended for two years and ordered Alsop 
to complete a sex offenders’ rehabilitation 
course.

When interviewed, they ad¬ 
mitted they had purposely gone 
out to steal the diesel. 

Belekojas, of Victoria Street, 
Littleport, and Kairevicius, of 
Wisbech Road, Littleport, both 
pleaded guilty to charges of 
attempted theft from another 
person when they appeared at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Maggie Holling, presiding mag¬ 
istrates, ordered Belekojas to 
complete 40 hours of unpaid work 
in the local community and for 
Kairevicius to complete 60 hours. 

Both must also pay £40 court 
costs each and Kairevicius will 
also have six penalty points end¬ 
orsed on his driving licence for 
having no car insurance.

A young filmmaker is 
shooting for success 
following the release 
of his latest production. 

Budding producer Daniel 
Griggs, 23, has just launched his 
new film, The Parking Place, onto 
the world film festival circuit. 

And if the success of his 
previous work is anything to go 
by, the film could soon be 
scooping some top industry 
awards. 

Mr Griggs, who lives in Sutton 
with his family, runs a film 
production company with his 
father, Simon, called Mediascape 
Productions Ltd. 

He is desperate to make it big 
in the film industry and with the 
help of his father, produces films 
to get his name out there. 

His previous film, In the 
Shadows of Light, won two 
awards and thousands of people 
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across the world saw it. 

Mr Griggs said: “My new film 
has been nominated for two 
awards already so hopefully it will 
be a success. 

“The main storyline is about 
two men fighting over a parking 
space and the extreme lengths 
they will go to in order to get the 
space. 

“It was great fun to film and, 
bearing in mind there was only 
four or five of us involved in the 
whole process, with a cast of 
around 15 people, I am really 
proud of it.” 

Filming started in January last 
year and finished in May. It then 
took around six months to edit 
before it was ready for the big 
screen. 

The family even organised a 
private screening of the film at 


the Cambridge Arts Picture 
House, where those involved 
were presented with awards. 

Mr Griggs, a former Witchford 
Village College and Cambridge 
Regional College student, said: 
“The aim of producing films like 
this is to promote myself and 
everyone involved with making 
the film. 

“It’s such a hard industry to get 
into that anything really helps 
and by getting my name out 
there, that is the only way to do it. 

“I want to show people that I 
have the skills to become a film 
producer and hopefully The 
Parking Place will prove that to 
people.” 

The film will be screened 
across the world, including 
America, Thailand and South 
Africa.

Call for crackdown on foreign medics 


TIGHTER regulations 
must be brought in to 
control poorly trained 
overseas doctors who 
cannot speak good Eng¬ 
lish to prevent a repeat 
of the death of a Manea 
man, a doctors’ leader 
has said. 

Dr Hamish Meldrum, 
chairman of the British 
Medical Association 
(BMA), said doctors 
such as Dr Daniel Ubani 
- who killed pensioner 
David Gray with an 
overdose of painkillers 


on his first and only 
shift in Britain - must 
not be able to treat 
patients in the UK. 

Nigerian-born Dr 
Ubani, 67, flew into the 
UK from Germany and 
injected Mr Gray with 
lOOmg of a pain relief 
drug - 10 times the rec¬ 
ommended dose. 

He was struck off the 
medical register earlier 
this month after being 
found guilty of making 
“recurrent mistakes” in 
caring for Mr Gray and 


two other patients. 

Health Secretary and 
South Cambridgeshire 
MP Andrew Lansley 
said: “We are working 
closely with the General 
Medical Council to 
ensure that foreign 
healthcare professionals 
are not allowed to work 
in the NHS unless they 
have proven their 
competence and lang¬ 
uage skills, and we are 
currently exploring a 
number of options to 
put a stop to foreign 


doctors slipping 
through the net.” 

Mr Gray died at home 
in February 2008 after 
being given the massive 
overdose. 

Dr Ubani admitted 
causing the pensioner’s 
death after confusing it 
with another drug. 

He was given a nine- 
month suspended sent¬ 
ence in Germany for 
death by negligence but 
still works as a doctor 
there.

Reward for 
revival of 
tiny church 


A VILLAGE church which 
was once on the brink of 
closure has witnesses a 
dramatic turnaround, 
thanks to determined 
residents. 

In fact, St Mark’s Church in 
Ten Mile Bank, near Littleport, 
has just scooped a prestigious 
award. 

The tiny Grade II-listed 
chapel is the regional winner of 
English Heritage’s Caring for 
Places of Worship award. 

It comes just eight years after 
residents were told tire church 
was to close down as it was so 
dilapidated. 

The Reverend David Evans, 
rector of Ten Mile Bank, said: 
“This tiny fenland community 
was faced with the huge under¬ 
taking of restoring their village 
church. 

“In partnership with English 
Heritage and Norfolk Churches 
Trust they have risen to the 
challenge. 

“At the end of six years’ hard 
work the church been restored 
to its former glory. 

“In the process, the life of the 
community has also been 
renewed in their commitment 
to seeing the project comp¬ 
leted.” 

In 2002, the church, which 
was built in 1846, was tempor¬ 
arily closed due to its run-down 
state. 

But residents in the hamlet of 
Ten Mile Bank, which has a 
population of around 200, were 
determined not to leave the 
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building to rot. 

A group of volunteers started 
fundraising for repairs and 
collected £36,000 over the years. 

English Heritage provided a 
further £245,000 and in Feb¬ 
ruary 2008, a further grant of 
£6,500 was received from the 
National Churches Trust, 
allowing restoration work to 
begin. 

In July 2008, the external work 
was completed and celebrated 
with the first bell-ringing since 
1934. 

The interior of the church has 
also since been completed and 
an official re-opening ceremony 
was held last April by the Bishop 
of Ely, Dr Anthony Russell. 

Thanks to the dedication of 
locals, the church is now open 
for events and Sunday services 
are now held twice a month. 

Trudi Hughes, historic build¬ 
ings surveyor for English Herit¬ 
age in the East of England, said: 
“St Mark’s achievement is all the 
more amazing because here we 
have a very small Fenland 
community of only around 200 
people who, through their hard 
work and dedication, have 
made the church a thriving part 
of the community.” 

The church was presented 
with the award last week as part 
of an English Heritage survey 
which was carried out to assess 
the state of repair to places of 
worship across the region.

Old friendships revived 
at school’s special day 


MEMORIES and emotions ran riot 
when a village primary school 
held a bumper reunion. 

The sun was shining as past 
students of all ages took a step 
back in time at Sutton Primary 
School on Saturday to celebrate 
its 150th birthday. 

Among many of the guests 
were three and four-generation 
families who have attended the 
school, as well as a five- 
generation family, who signed a 
register for the school to keep as 
a record of the day. 

Visitors were treated to a 
whole host of activities as the 
school also held its annual 
summer fete, with pony rides, a 
silent auction, bouncy castles, 
stalls, cream teas and face 
painting to entertain people of all 
ages. 

There were bundles of school 
archives on display for families to 
reminisce over and among the 
memories recalled was how 
students used to drink warm milk 
out of third-pint bottles before 
lessons started. 

The event, organised by the 
Friends of Sutton School, raised 


£4,200 for the school in total, and 
culminated in a balloon race, 
where 150 red, white and blue 
balloons were let off into the sky. 

Beverley Young, one of the 
friends of the school, said: “The 
fete was a huge success. 

“It was a lovely sunny day and 
we had a huge turnout. 

“The re-union was also 
marvellous and it was quite 
emotional as many old friends 
met up - some not having met for 
70-80 years!” 
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AN ELY firm has been ordered to 
pay more than £2,000 in fines and 
costs after a man's arm was dragged 
into a harvesting machine. 

Gareth Keal, 28, was working on a tractor- 
mounted bulb harvesting machine when his 
hand became trapped in between rollers. 

He was pulled into the machine up to his 
shoulder and suffered severe soft tissue 
damage to his right arm, including damage 
to the muscles, tendons and ligaments. 

Mr Keal, from Boston, Lincolnshire, 
needed physiotherapy for 18 months 
following the incident at Warwick Uni¬ 
versity’s horticultural research site in Kirton, 
Boston, on October 13 2008. 

The university was handed a £3,000 fine 
with £2,091.20 costs. 

But the firm which loaned out the mach¬ 
inery - Standen Engineering Ltd in Ely, was 
also taken to court. 

Bosses at the company pleaded guilty 
Boston Magistrates’ Court on Monday to 
breaching Regulation 11(1) of the Supply of 
Machinery (Safety) Regulations 1992 for 
failing to supply machinery that met 
essential health and safety regulations. 

The University of Warwick, Coventry, 
pleaded guilty to beaching Regulation 11(1) 
(a) of the Provision and Use of Work Equip¬ 
ment Regulations 1998. 

The machine, which had been imported, 
was originally a potato harvester but had 
been modified before being supplied by 
Standen Engineering. 

Health and safety investigations found the 
company failed to ensure the harvester 
satisfied essential health and safety require¬ 
ments by preventing exposure to moving 
parts of the machinery. 

In addition, the university failed to take 
measures to prevent access to dangerous 
parts of the machinery. 

Standen Engineering was fined £800 with 
£1,726.71 costs in total. 

HSE inspector Scott Wynne said: “The 
machine was modified by Standen Engin¬ 
eering prior to supply and they failed to 
adequately assess the machinery’s guarding. 

“Following the supply of the machine, the 
defective guarding should have been 
identified by the university but despite 
several inspections, the lack of effective 
guarding of the rollers remained unnoticed. 

“Companies who intend to modify 
machinery prior to supply must ensure that 
the machinery is in fact safe. 

“Both suppliers and users must ensure 
that dangerous parts are adequately guarded 
to prevent access and to ensure that workers, 
like Mr Keal, are not put at risk.” 

A spokesman for Standen Engineering 
said: “We have nothing more to say on this

Families, as well as 
councillors, were on 
hand in Wentworth on 
Saturday to officially 
open the £35,000 play 
area. 

It is the first time the 
village, which only has a 


population of around 
140 people, has had such 
facilities. 

But a generous family 
provided an acre of land, 
and a range of organis¬ 
ations provided grants to 
help launch the project. 

Labour and materials 
were also provided free 
of charge by villagers. 

Cllr Mark Walden- 


lones, who has champ¬ 
ioned the project, said: 
“This fantastic new 
facility is a real asset to 
the youngsters of our 
small community, pro¬ 
viding a challenging yet 
safe and stimulating play 
environment. 

“We are so lucky to 
have been granted the 
money to build it and 


this has been a truly 
community-backed 
project.” 

The village fete was 
also held at St Peter’s 
Church on the day, rais¬ 
ing more than £400. 

There were children’s 
activities galore, stalls, 
maypole dancing and 
plenty of refreshments 
on offer.

Man’s lost wallet 
had drags inside 


A MAN has been fined more 
than £200 after mephedrone was 
found hidden inside his wallet. 

Shaun Malcolm Allen, 24, of Tharp 
Way, Chippenham, pleaded guilty at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court to a char¬ 
ge of possessing the class B drug. 

Forgetful Allen was caught out after 
mistakenly leaving his wallet in a 
Cambridge shopping centre on May 6. 

When security guards opened it to 
find an address, they discovered 518 
milligrams of the drug and contacted 
police. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, told mag¬ 
istrates how Allen had been caught. 

He said: “He left his wallet on top of a 
car park payment machine in the Grand 
Arcade car park, and it was found shortly 
after by a security guard. 

“When the security guard looked 
inside he found his driving licence. He 
also found a white substance in a folded 
piece of paper, which was found to be 
mephedrone. 

“With the information the police had 
in the wallet it was fairly straightforward 
to get in touch with him.” 

Allen, who has a previous caution for 
possession of a class C drug, made a full

admission to police when he was 
interviewed about the substance, telling 
officers that he bought the drug from a 
website for £10 before it was made 
illegal, but kept it with him after the law 
was changed for personal use. 

Allen, who defended himself in court, 
said he bought the drug when it was 
legal to do so, but admitted that he was 
aware of the change in its legal status. 

Dr Stephen Baxter, presiding mag¬ 
istrate, ordered Allen to pay a fine of 
£220, plus £85 towards costs, and a £15 
surcharge. 

Changes were made to the classi¬ 
fication of mephedrone earlier this year 
following a spate of incidents which 
propelled the drug into national 
headlines. 

In April, the 1971 Misuse of Drugs Act 
was updated to make mephedrone, also 
known as ‘M-cat’ or 'meow meow’, a 
class B drug. 

Previously, the substance was not 
covered by the Act and was often sold via 
the Internet labelled as plant food.

The big film 



SHREK FOREVER AFTER (U, 93 
mins) Family. Featuring the voices 
of Mike Myers, Cameron Diaz, 
Eddie Murphy, Walt Dohrn, Antonio

Andrews, Jane Lynch, Kathy

THE fourth and final instalment of 
the computer-animated series puts 
a fairy-tale spin on It’s A Wonderful 
Life, but Shrek Forever After lacks 
the heartfelt emotion of Frank 
Capra’s 1946 classic. 

The adventures of the jolly green 
ogre have been on a steady decline 
since the wildly imaginative 2001 
original film, so it is to director Mike 
Mitchell’s credit that this picture is 
arguably the best of the sequels. 
Still, his film relies heavily on the 
love we have invested in the 
characters and their fates, and 
revisits many familiar faces from 
earlier chapters including Pinocchio, 
Gingerbread Man and the Three 
Little Pigs. 

Moreover, Mitchell steals 
shamelessly from Disney’s Beauty 
And The Beast for his finale. 

Shrek (voiced by Myers) is 
suffering mid-life angst with 
mewling kids and his beautiful and 
pungent wife, Fiona (Diaz). 

Villagers are no longer scared of 
him and the ogre begins to wonder 


if life holds any more surprises. 

In his hour of desperation, Shrek 
meets the conniving Rumpelstiltskin 
(Dohrn), who offers a tantalising 
deal: he will gift Shrek one whole 
day as a scary ogre, just like before, 
if the father agrees to sign away one 
day of his childhood. 

Shrek agrees to the Faustian pact, 
blind to Rumpelstiltskin’s devious 
plan: to erase the day that Shrek 
was born and thereby alter the 
future. 

Suddenly, Shrek finds himself in an 
alternative universe where Fiona is 
the leader of an underground 
movement of ogres, good friend 
Donkey (Murphy) no longer 
recognises him and legendary 
assassin Puss In Boots (Banderas) 
has piled on the pounds to become 
a lazy house cat. 


Indeed, he no longer answers to his 
heroic monicker. “That is a name I 
have outgrown,” he purrs. 

In order to win back Fiona’s love, 
Shrek must join forces with Donkey 
and Puss to break the pact before 
the sands in Rumpelstiltskin’s 
hourglass run out. 

Shrek Forever After brings the long- 
running saga to a lively close, 
reminding each of the characters 
about the love and friendship which 
bind them together. 

Dohm’s pint-sized, snivelling villain 
is a colourful addition to the cast 
and he brings some much needed 
vim. 

The 3D version exploits the eye¬ 
popping format during the chase 
sequences but Mitchell’s film loses 
nothing in 2D.

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Poor condition planting tips 
from TV’s gardening guru 


I caught up with TV 
gardening guru Alan 
Titchmarsh recently, 
who has been busy 
covering the horticultural 
show circuit offering 
advice to the public on all- 
weather plants which will 
grow in the worst 
conditions. 

At BBC Gardeners’World Live in 
Birmingham, he started on the 
subject of clay. 

Those with clay soil often 
despair that they’re unable to dig 
it in during really wet weather 
when it becomes so sticky and 
gluey it resembles a quagmire, 
while at the first sign of hot 
weather it goes as hard as rock 
and even the strongest gardener 
won’t be able to get a fork into it. 

Of course, you can improve 
heavy clay soil by digging in as 
much well-rotted organic matter 
as you can and adding plenty of 
gritty horticultural sand to help 
drainage. Clay soil doesn’t drain 
easily and tends to become 
waterlogged in persistent wet 
weather. 

Alan, however, says clay isn’t all 
bad and that as a general rule 
don’t try to fight the conditions,

but make the most of plants that 
are happy growing in your type of 
soil. 

Clay particles hold in nutrients, 
so the more clay and humus 
there is in the soil, the more 
nutrients it can hold. This means 
that clay is actually among the 
most fertile of soils. 

He says: “Willows love damp 
earth and clay. Salix daphnoides 
(Violet Willow) can be grown like 
dogwood. Chop it down in 
February and it will grow new 
stems, providing winter colour 
and foliage in spring. It’s fast 
growing and will reach 8ft in each 
season.” 

Other great shrubs Alan 
recommends for clay include 
Viburnum ‘Pragense’, a rounded 
evergreen type with narrow, 
textured leaves and clusters of 
pink buds which open to white 


flowers in late spring. 

Euphorbias, spiraeas, rodgersias 
and, of course, roses, will all 
thrive in clay soil. 

“There’s the wonderful Rosa 
rugosa - the flowers look like 
crepe paper, don’t get mildew or 
blackspot, make waist-high 
informal hedges and have hips 
following the flowers,” Alan adds. 

Other plants which do well in 
clay soils include Choisya ternata 
(Mexican orange blossom), 
Hydrangea paniculata, Kerria 
japonica, Mahonia x media 
‘Charity’ andWeigela ‘Kosteriana 
Variegata’. 

While clay may be one 
problem, shade is another, but 
there are plants which will 
survive the most inhospitable 
situations. Hostas love shade and 
you can buy copper collars to 
place around them to prevent 
slugs and snails chomping their 
way through the young shoots. 

Another exotic-looking plant 
which loves shade and needs 
relatively little maintenance, says 
Alan, is the fatsia, with its bold, 
glossy leaves. If the frost catches 
it, just chop off the damaged 
leaves and strong new growth 
should soon appear. 

If you have dry shade, look no 
further than Acanthus mollis, 
commonly known as bear’s 


breech, a perennial which will 
cope well with drought and poor 
soils. 

“It’s an architectural beauty 
with towering, stiff spikes of 
purple-hooded, white or pink 
flowers above good, glossy green 
leaves,” Alan adds. 

Some bamboos will also thrive 
in shade, but make sure if you 
have limited space you buy the 
clump-forming varieties rather 
than those which spread 
rampantly and are then 
extremely difficult to dig up. 

Phyllostachys nigra, black 
bamboo, which reaches a height 
of 5m (16ft), is a brilliant clump¬ 
forming type - with arching 
canes which turn black after a 
couple of years - and looks 
wonderful in a modern, 
minimalist setting. It can also be 
grown in large containers if they 
are not allowed to dry out, but 
needs some direct sunlight to 
ripen the canes fully. 

Blue bamboo, 

Himalayacalamus hookerianus 
‘Himalaya Blue’, which grows to 
6m, is perfect for smaller 
gardens, adding tall interest to 
shady areas, with its blue-green 
stems. 

Look carefully and you will find 
a wider range of all-weather 
plants than you first thought.

Goldie’s Euro 
bid In tatters 



OLYMPIC finalist Goldie Sayers has been 
ruled out of this month’s European 
Championships because of a ‘freak’ hip 
injury. 

Sayers picked up the injury at the Aviva 
National Championships and European 
Trials, where she won an historic eighth 
consecutive title. 

The Cambridge-based former King’s 
School, Ely student, who finished fourth in 
the Olympic final in Beijing despite throwing 
a British record, said: “I am absolutely gutted 
to be missing Barcelona. 

“It was a completely freak injury that I 
sustained on my second throw in 
Birmingham. Training had been going so 
well until this point and I really thought I 
could challenge for a medal at the Europeans. 

“But I can’t dwell on what has happened. 
Instead I will continue training and working 
whilst I’m in rehab with the aim of coming 
back for the Commonwealth Games in Delhi 
in October.” 

The 27-year-old also struggled with injury 
last year, recovering from a partial stress 
fracture of the back to compete in the World 
Championships in Berlin, where she failed to 
reach the final.
